Dear Sir: 


I submit herewith a report of my audit of the 
accounts of the Town of Kensington for the fiscal 
year ended January 31st, 1982, and the period from 
February 1, 1932 to November 10, 1932, including 
the accounts of Tax Collector Mace for the tax levies 
of 1929, 1930 and 1931, and the accounts of Collect- 
or John R. Malloy, for the levy of 1932. 


~The vouchers and orders drawn by the Select- 
men during the fiscal year ended January 31, 1932, 
and the period from February 1, 1932 to November 
10, 1932, were examined, together with the accom- 
panying invoices and payrolls. The vouchers were 
checked with the corresponding entries in the Select- 
men’s receipts and payments book to see if the eor- 
rect amounts had been entered in each case and the 
proper classifications made. All of the orders which 
were drawn contained the signatures of at least two 
members of the board of selectmen. 


The payrolls for State Highway work were ex- 
amined, orders for the total amount of each payroll 
having been drawn to the foreman in charge of this 
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work. During the current year practically all of 
these payrolls for State Highway work have been 
signed by the individual employees whose names 
appear thereon. In the. previous year. this practice 
of having employees sign the payrolls had not been 
SO haere adhered to. 


| ht hee Hot peeat tie penaticg in Kensington for 
the local road agents in charge of town highways to 
make up payrolls. The procedure has been for the 
Selectmen to advance to each road agent. various 
amounts as called for during the year until the allot- 
ment of each was used up. At the close of the year 
the road agents made a report to the Selectmen 
showing how the funds, allotted to them had been 
expended. i 
It is better and more business-like practice for 
“the road agent to make out a weekly or semi- 
monthly payroll. ‘The payroll should be presented 
to the Selectmen who will examine it and if found to 
be correct an order for the total amount of the pay- 
roll will be given the road agent. The road agent, 
thus acting in the capacity of paymaster, shou ud then 
cbtain the sign 1ature of each employee whose name 
appears on the payroll and when completed the roll 
should be returned to the Selectmen to be filed with 
the original voucher drawn to cover. such payroll. 
This method eliminates the necessity of the road 
agents procuring receipts in various forms and sizes 
and the possibility of the loss of such receipts. It is 
my recommendation that the town road agents be 
required to make out payrolls. 


The’ Treasurer’ 8 receipts were checked, by the 
Ayeiguugss oe origin SO far as it was possible, to do. this. 
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"Fhe Treasurer’s payments were checked and it was 
.found.that the total:amount of the Treasurer’s pay- 
.ments.was in agreement with the total amount of the 
orders drawn by the Selectmen... The balance on 
hand November 10th, 19382, as shown by the 
. Treasurer’s. Cash Book was $338.138...This balance 
_ reconciled. with. the bank.balance of the same date 
as: shown. by. the statement attached. 


The accounts of Tax Collector Everett S. Mace. 
including the tax levies of 1929, 1930 and 1931 were 
examined. The taxes of 1929 and 19380. levies were 
all collected and the accounts balanced. 


The accounts of Tax Collector John R. Malloy, 
for the levy of 1932, were examined. According to 
“the Collector’s list there were, at the time of audit, 
$7,156.96 in uncollected taxes on this year’s account. 


Summary statements of each Collector’s ac- 
counts are attached herewith. 


My recommendations are as follows: 


Ist—The use of payrolls by town road agents 
as heretofore referred to. 


2nd—-The use of the regular form of cash book 
by the town treasurer which will eliminate the ne- - 
cessity of duplicating the selectmen’s classification 
of expenditures by the treasurer. 


3rd—When orders and checks are drawn to an 
agent of the town or school district, such as the read 
agent or school treasurer, the order and check should 
be made to the payee in his official capacity rather 
than to him personally. 
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4th—The adoption by the town clerk of the 
standard form of town clerk’s cash book, in which 
a permanent record of all auto permits and dog 
licenses issued may be kept. 


Recommendation number 5—-A monthly report 
of detailed receipts and expenditures should be made 
by the town treasurer to the selectmen on the form 
which is printed for this purpose. 


Generally speaking the accounts were found to 
be in good order.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board of Kensington, N. H.: 


I take pleasure in submitting my annual report 
as Superintendent of the Kensington schools, the 
fourteenth in the series. 


As usual, it is possible to put into the statistical 
tables which accompany this report much informa- 
tion about the schools during the last school year. 
These facts include the number of pupils enrolled 
and their distribution in the grades, the regularity 
and punctuality shown in each school, the interest 
of parents and others as shown by the number of 
their visits, the number of supervisory visits, and the 
health activities.

The various tests, formal and otherwise, which 
were applied to the schools last year and during the 
current year, have shown the usual good results. 
The clean condition of the school rooms, the good 
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morale of the pupils, their attention to work, and 
their politeness have been evident at every visit to 
the schools. This happy condition, in which teach- 
ers, parents and pupils are concerned is always a 
prequisite to the best work. 


I am proud, as I know you must be, that two of 
our three teachers in these efficient schools are na- 
tive Kensington young women reared in our ele- 
mentary schools. I think the Kensington schools must 
have contributed something to the efficiency with 
which they do their work. At any rate, they are re- 
turning to the town much of the value of the educa- 
tion the town gave them. Other Kensington women, 
a long list of them, have done and are doing the 
same in other localities; they, too, deserve to be 
commended for making good use of what the town 
earlier gave them. I recently saw the Kensington 
school registers kept in districts numbers one and 
two seventy-six years ago. Among the names was 
that of Miss Sarah A. Green who was then doing 
her first year’s work as a pupil, beginning the prep- 
aration which made her such a fine teacher and 
school executive through such a long life. Kensing- 
ton has a right to be proud of this list of devoted 
daughters. 


Apropos of these old registers—would it not be 
possible for the School Board to sponser a request 
for a thorough search of old attics and unused 
rooms so as to discover all these priceless docu- 
ments and offer to have them cared for under fire- 
proof conditions? Not only school history but fam- 
ily and town history would be served by taking this 
step. 
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Our enrollment is increasing. Kensington, like 
so many localities near large towns and cities, .is 
now and has been for some time observing what we 
are told is a fact in many parts of our country; city 
population is moving to the rural localities. Of course 
our elementary schools can receive added numbers 
without increasing overhead costs, but that is not 
the case with high school pupils; each pupil added 
increases the cost. It seems apparent that more 
rather than fewer Kensington pupils will want to at- 
tend high school and it may be well to have this 
more in mind than in times of prosperity.
